SUPPLEMENT 19

The toast of ‘‘ The British Medical Association ’’ was pro- 
posed by Mr. A. S. Hittyarp. By the sincerity of its 
welcome, he said, Bournemouth would show its very real 
appreciation of the great human work which the Association 
was doing. Dr. E. K. Le FLeminc, in responding to the 
toast, said that the Dublin meeting had set a high standard ; 
he did not doubt, however, but that Bournemouth would rise 
to the occasion, and the meeting would not fall short of that 
standard. He had two misgivings: first, that perhaps their 
preparations were not sufficiently advanced ; and secondly, 
he was not quite*‘happy that at the moment they had 
suthcient accommodation in Bournemouth for the large 
gathering that might reasonably be expected. He did not 
think they could expect fewer than 3,000 at some of the 
gatherings. The problem of the accommodation of this 
number, however, was one which they would successfully 
overcome. Referring to general medical matters, Dr. Le 
Fleming said the Association was dealing with a number of 
problems which now beset the profession. At present their 
thoughts were chiefly occupied with the problems which had 
arisen in connexion with the extension of contributory schemes 
to hospitals, and in the public medical services throughout the 
country. Then an important committee was making recom- 
mendations on the improvement of the medical curriculum, 
while a committee on the modern treatment of fractures had 
recently been set up, the report of which would be of great 
interest to every practitioner in the country. He drew atten- 
tion to the Supplement to the British Medical Journal for 
November 25th, in which was the report of the Nutrition 
Committee—a report, he said, which was likely to arouse 
considerable interest throughout the country. 

Dr. H. Stmmmons proposed the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’’ and 
Alderman C. H. CARTWRIGHT, responding, said that the gist of 
the speeches that evening hal dwelt more or less on the 
coming conference in July. He did not think that the Mayor, 
in his modesty, had sufficiently emphasized the fact that the 
members of the corporation intended to make this gathering 
the success it ought to be. As chairman of the Finance 
Committee he would be in close co-operation with the Mayor 
in order to make the gathering one of the greatest successes 
Bournemouth had ever known. Alderman Cartwright said 
that Dr. Carter, the honorary secretary, was an enthusiast 
concerning the meeting, and with close co-operation they need 
have no fear that it would be other than highly successful 
and a red-letter day in Bournemouth’s history. 

A toast to Dr. O. C. Carter, the honorary secretary, was 
received with great cordiality, and after he had replied the 
company dispersed to bridge or to dancing in the King’s Hall. 


East YORKSHIRE BRANCH 
The annual dinner of the East Yorkshire Branch was held at 
Hull on December Ist, when sixty-six members and guests 
were present. 

Dr. I. G. INNEs proposed the toast of ‘‘ The British Medical 
Association,’’ coupling with it the name of the president of 
the Branch, Mr. R. B. Blair. He pointed out the benefits that 
the Association had secured for the profession, members and 
non-members, in the past, and regretted that there should be 
any practitioners who did not sufficiently appreciate the 
advantages to be gained from membership, or that it was 
their duty to become members. 

Mr. R. B. Barr, in reply, referred to the excellent position 
which the Branch held in this respect ; a large proportion cf 
the practitioners in the locality were members of the Associa- 
tion. The Association, he said, was never content to remain 
stationary, and at the present time it was more active than 
formerly in its endeavours to obtain satisfactory terms of 
service for medical practitioners doing public assistance work 
and for those engaged in juvenile contract practice. Honorary 
staffs of hospitals were frequently told by patients that they 
had no family docter. The British Medical Association 
wished to remedy this by providing medical services at a cost 
within the means of all such patients, and it was now engaged 
in formulating a scheme for the whole country whereby 
patients of a definite financial status could obtain private 
consultant services at reduced fees. 

Dr. Murray proposed the toast of ‘‘ Our Honoured Guest,’’ 
Professor Francis Fraser. He recalled that Professor Fraser 
was the son of Sir Thomas Fraser, a loved and respected 
teacher. In reply, Professor FRASER said he considered it a 
mixed blessing in his native city to be regarded as the son 
of a brilliant father, and so he had left. He had had an 
opportunity of observing the trend of medical practice in all 
quarters of the globe. Specialization in America had been so 
much overdone that there was now a scarcity of general prac- 
titioners. Britain was more cautious, and while experts were 


very necessary it was the province of the general practitioner 
to do a vast amount of important work, to which the specialist 


might need only to add one top brick to complete the stru 
ture. Research in America was well endowed and stron " 
encouraged, and to American research the world of medicin, 
owed practically all the discoveries and advances of rece 
years. As a member of the Pharmacopoeia Commission he 
had found that our knowledge of therapeutics had hard} 
advanced since the time of Hippocrates, and that except for 
a few specific serums, vaccines, glandular extracts, and a very 
few chemotherapeutic agents, our treatment was still rest for 
the body as a whole and rest for individual organs, in order. 
to assist the patient to get well of himself. 

Dr. Joun Divine, in an amusing speech, proposed the toast 
of ‘‘The Visitors,’’ and Mr. CLivE SALTER and Mr. L. FostrR 
president of the East Yorkshire section of the British Dental 
Association, replied.

Kent Branco: Iste oF THANET Division 
The annual golf competition of the Isle of Thanet Division 
was held at St. Augustine’s Golf Club on October 29th, when 
twenty-one members took part.

LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: ROCHDALE DIVISION 
A meeting of the Rochdale Division was held at Rochdale 
Infirmary on December Ist, when Mr. J. C. JEFFERSON was 
in the chair. 

The representative was instructed to support the candi- 
dature of Dr. J. S. Manson for the vacancy on the General 
Medical Council occasioned by the death of Dr. Christine 
Murrell. 

Dr. R. Exrris (Manchester) gave a lecture, illustrated by a 
number of excellent x-ray films, on cancer of the lung. He 
gave an interesting survey of present-day knowledge, from 
which it appeared that the incidence of the disease, whether 
compared with that of general disease or of recorded cases of 
cancer of all kinds, was increasing. He said that the Man- 
chester district had a larger proportion of cases than most 
other areas, and the factors suggested as responsible for the 
production of the lesion were irritating gases, tobacco, and 
influenza. Men were more affected than women in the pro- 
portion of five to one, and the commonest age of onset was 
40 to 50. The large-celled squamous epithelial and_ the 
small-celled (oat cell) were the chief types of the disease. It 
might attack the bronchial lining, when a_ bronchoscopy 
might reveal the lesion. In other cases it might spread from 
the hilum or from the lymphatics. When the patient sought 
advice the disease was usually well advanced, and _ the 
average duration of life after diagnosis was two or three 
months. Symptoms were perhaps ill defined at present, 
but persistent cough in a middle-aged person, with no previous 
history and with dyspnoea out of proportion to physical signs 
after the exclusion of tubercle, should be viewed with sus- 
picion. As a rule pain was not a prominent symptom until 
a very late stage. Sputum might be scanty until necrosis of 
the lung occurred, when possibly cancer cells might be 
expectorated. Haemoptysis and effusion, the latter frequently 
blood-stained, were usual symptoms. If x-ray diagnosis was 
desired effusion should, be drawn off and, if possible, replaced 
by air before radiography. Cyanosis, clubbed _ fingers, 


diminished movement of the affected part of the chest, with . 
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oss of signs of air entry and displacement of the heart to 
the affected side owing to the collapse of lung tissue were 
frequently found. X-ray examination, lipiodol, and_broncho- 
scopy were useful in diagnosis in various types. Treatment 
was at present largely palliative, but local growths in bronchi 
had been removed by bronchoscopy. The affected lung had 
also been removed. Radium, so far, had not been found 
effective. Deep x-ray therapy and artificial pneumothorax 
had been useful in palliative treatment. Morphine Was neces- 
sary in many late cases, and cocaine injections, either alone 
or. with morphine, had been found of value in allaying the 
feeling of asphyxiation so common in advancéd cases. 
Oxygen and blood-letting had also been tried ; injections of 
hormone substances had not proved helpful in his experience. 
The address, which was followed by a discussion in which 
Drs. JEFFERSON, MACKICHAN, McMaster, OLIVER, and KILROE 
took part, was greatly appreciated. 


WILTsHIRE BRaNcH: Swinpon Division 
A meeting of the Swindon Division, to which all members of 
the Branch had been invited, was held at Swindon on 
November 29th. 

Dr. R. G. Cantr gave a short talk on tissue culture, and 
demonstrated his cinematograph. film, -which aroused the 
keenest interest. This showed perfectly the processes of cell 
division and of phagocytosis, and the early development of 
the chick embryo up to the appearance of the primitive 
heart. The meeting was most impressed, however, by the 
record of the behaviour of an isolated piece of cartilage from 
the limb bud of an embryo chick, which developed into the 
characteristic femur of the bird. This process was governed 
by some extrinsic quality in the cells, because the tissue 
developed quite independently, the normal blood supply and 
nerve connexions being severed. Lastly, the effects of radia- 
tion upon growing tissue cells was shown. 

The Division expressed its indebtedness to Dr. Canti and 
to the. Association for making it possible for members to see 
this remarkable film. 


National Health Insurance 


DEPUTATION FROM TRADES UNION COUNCIL 


Sir Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, received a deputation 
on December 19th from the Trades Union Congress General 
Council. The object of the deputation was to bring to the 
Minister’s notice a resolution passed at the meeting of the 
T.U.C. held in Brighton in September, -1933, on the subject 
of the National Health Insurance and Contributory Pensions 
Act of 1932. The resolution condemned the provisions of the 
Act relating to women’s benefits, the prolongation of insurance, 
and arrears. 

The speakers on behalf of the Council asserted that the 
unemployed were entitled to look to the State to help them 
in respect of arrears accruing through involuntary unemploy- 
ment. The additional benefit for the payment of arrears 
adopted by some approved societies only partially met the 
case. The speakers also contended that the reduction of 
women’s benefits was wrong, as women should not be attacked 
asa class. The deputation pressed that the Exchequer should 
be asked to restore the two and three-quarter million pounds 
per annum withheld from the National Health Insurance fund 
under the 1926 Act, and that this money should be specially 
earmarked to rectify the effects of the 1932 Act. 

The Minister said, in reply, that the effect of the Act of 
1932 had been to continue in insurance large numbers of 
persons who would otherwise have fallen out of insurance, 
but to continue prolongation indefinitely would be to destroy 
the principle on which the scheme was based. The provisions 
of the Act relating to women’s insurance and arrears were 
essential if the solvency of the scheme was to be secured and 
the interests of insured persons protected. Since the meeting 
of the T.U.C. in September, many approved societies had 
adopted an additional benefit for the purpose of enabling their 
members who were unemployed to pay up arrears,,and now 
More than one-half of the insured male population was pro- 
tected under this benefit. In addition, the period of grace 
for the payment of arrears had been extended. With regard 
to the Economy Act of 1926, sums far exceeding the money 
withheld under that Act had since been contributed by the 
Exchequer to health and pensions insurance.
